Austi n Savi ngs gets green light for office here 


Judge Herman Jones on Friday denied a re­ 
quest for a temporary injunction to prevent 
Austin Savings and Loan from opening business 
offices in Georgetown Judge Jones, of the 
state’s 53rd District Court in Travis County, 
said, “As far as this court is concerned no tem­ 
porary injunction will be granted Georgetown or 
Round Rock Savings and Loan.” 


A hearing before a district court judge in 
Austin Friday was to determine whether the 
Austin Savings and Loan Association will be per­ 
mitted to do business in Georgetown. 
The Austin thrift firm is, so to speak, in start­ 
ing blocks, waiting for the judge’s ruling to begin

Purchase of seven lots at Eighth and Timber 
streets for housing redevelopment is also plann­ 
ed. 


Th? Community Development grant is the sec­ 
ond of five the city hojpes to receive. In 1977 
Georgetown is scheduled to get another $228,000, 
as well as $152,000 in 1978 and $76,000 in 1979 
Last year’s $228,000 grant was set aside for con­ 
struction of a water intake structure at the site 
of the future North Fork Lake. It will be a key 
component in the city’s plans to convert from 
wells to a lake water supply system. 


The city will get a letter of credit from HUD 
which can be used to draw funds after the agen­ 
cy has reviewed any possible environmental im­ 
pact of the proposed projects and allowed 15 
days for objections to the proposals.

Thursday, but when 
trial began, no bailiff was available and only 
nine persons in a crowd of over IOO were 
prospective jurors. 
After one juror exempted himself because of 
age and another was disqualified because he was 
a resident of Travis County, Gann said he would 
charge the jury anyway, and reset the trial if the 
defense culled more than one juror. 
According to Gann, Sheriff’s Deputy Mike 
Harrell was supposed to act bailiff for the trial 
because Constable Lee Hays and Cedar Park 
Police Chief Ray Hardison were both ill. Gann

Back in the thirties the yo-yo craze was sweep­ 
ing the nation. Everybody took up the fad and 
nobody ever left home without his yo-yo. In the 
little town I lived in we had some real 
characters, not the least of which was a guy 
named Carl Olaf Hansenberg, known as Swede. 
Swede was a study in versatility — he killed hogs 
during the day and was the night librarian. 
HE HAD ALSO WRITTEN a book - Hymns 
for Ukulele—and was a walking Guiness Book of 
World Records. He could tell you anything about 
world records there was to know, like the largest 
load of ping pong balls ever to go through the 
Panama Canal or the most yards gained by a 
left-handed Baptist. 
But to get back to the yo-yos — I was on top of 
my garage one day working this yo-yo I had 
made out of two pie pans when Swede came 
along and started asking me questions about this 
over sized yo-yo. I asked him what the largest 
yo-yo in the world looked like and right away he 
said the largest yo-yo in the world was three feet 
in diameter and was made by a kid in Seattle in 
1932. 


Evidently this got Swede to thinking because it 
wasn’t no time until he was building a yo-yo of 
his own from two round watering tanks about 
five feet in diameter. They were the galvanized 
type of tank and looked a whole lot like a wash 
tub, only squattier. He placed them bottom to 
bottom and connected them together with a 
piece of three inch pipe with a flange on each 
side. He then proceeded to wind a piece of 
clothesline rope around the pipe to use for the 
string. 
THE CLOTHESLINE was fifty feet long, so 
Swede decided that the only place this thing 
could be worked was from the top of the fire 
station which had a tower about sixty feet high. 
Swede figured he would need about ten feet 
clearance so this would be just right. 


The only thing left to do now was to find the 
right person to work this world-record yo-yo. It 
wasn’t long before Swede came up with the 
perfect man for the job — High-Dive Wilson, so 
named because he had dived off the high tower 
at our local swimming pool. Of course, others 
had done this, too. but High-Dive did it before 
they had put any water in the pool. The question 
arose now as to how to rig the line on Big Yo, as 
the thing was known as. 
There were two accepted methods of stringing 
a yo-yo — one was the free-wheeling type of rig 
and the other was the tight knot around the 
center pm, called the Montana Rig The reason 
we called it this was because a guy said he had 
been to Montana and had seen a yo-yo rigged this 
way and we all believed him. Well, Swede finally 
decided on the Montana rig because he was 
afraid if it free-wheeled it would cause too much 
friction and burn the rope into. 


The Big Day finally arrived and everybody in 
town was down at the fire station to watch. A 
block and tackle had been rigged up to hoist Big 
Yo up on top of the tower. Swede had decided to 
tie High-Dive to a cable that was running across 
the street at about the right height and I started 
having misgivings about the affair when I saw 
Swede tie the rope in a bow knot. 
AS AN ADDED TOUCH a couple of pieces of 
canvas had been stretched over the two water 
tanks on the outside and, in honor of the Chicago 
World’s Fair, a picture of Robert Ripley with 
one of his Believe-it-or-not characters (a woman 
who had talked unceasingly for 84 hours and had 
the longest tongue in the world) was painted on 
one of the sides and a picture of our mayor on 
the other side. He was retiring after this term 
and was the only one in town who had a picture 
of himself that big. 
When everything was ready and the high 
school band had played their one song twice 
Swede took his position down on the street and 
told High-Dive to let her rip. So he did and when 


Big Yo hit the bottom of the rope it was going so 
fast that it busted the rope and took off down the 
street, picking up a considerable amount of 
speed as it went. The crowd scattered faster 
than a one-armed man giving an imitation of 
Guy Lombardo’s twin pianos playing Nola in 
double time and Big Yo kept on going until it got 
to the corner where it ran into a woman in an 
Essex Super Six and it busted every window in 
the Super Six and dented the side and 
the 
woman got out and was talking pretty fast and 
looked a whole lot like the woman in the picture 
with Ripley. 


Meanwhile, back at the cable, High-Dive had 
been bracing himself for the big pull up and 
when Big Yo had busted the rope it relieved the 
pressure and he had done a back flip and had 
landed hanging by one leg from the cable. 


SWEDE LOOKED UP and saw him and said, 
“Say, do you know that the world’s record for 
hanging by one leg from a cable is three days, 
eleven hours and four minutes. . . . ”

The 
winners are getting ready to don their official robes 
and the losers are licking their wounds. 
WE ARE PROUD to remember that the whole elec­ 
tion came off in a singularly fine manner, with all the 
candidates running on their own merits or records. 
There wasn't an acrimonious note in the whole cam­ 
paign. which is mighty rare in this rough and tough age 
of hyperbole. If an ugly thing was said about any can­ 
didate by another we haven’t heard about it. That’s 
singular and that’s good. 
We know the City of Georgetown, and our school 
system will continue to be led by capable, honorable 
people, thanks to the Democratic system and an in­ 
telligent, free electorate. 


Arm s race vs. human race 
Every once in awhile the world shakes itself and 
says something has to be done to stop the grim folly of 
the ever-rising arms race. Then everybody lies down 
until the feeling passes, and it’s business as usual for 
the merchants of destruction. 
Will there be any more positive reaction to the latest 
report on just how far the folly has gone in diverting to 
an arms race out of control” the resources vitally 
needed for productive human uses? Unless control is 
achieved — and there are ways to achieve it — the 
very magnitude of the problem will make the conse­ 
quences of previous inaction pale by comparison. 
In a foreword to the new study, Senator Humphrey 
warns of the “frightening’’ conclusions about “the 
sacrifices that the arms race entails for society.” 
World military expenditures reached an estimated 
1270 billion. Developing countries more than doubled 
their arms budgets in 15 years. They rose to $39 billion, 
increasing twice as fast as the nations’ economic base 
to support the expenditures. What suffers are expen­ 
ditures for human needs. 
At the same time, 25 percent of the globe’s scientific 
talent gets shunted from civilian research to weapons 
development, says the report, prepared under the 
direction of Ruth L. Sivard, former chief economist of 
the U. S. Arms Control Agency, for three concerned 
groups including the Members of Congress for Peace 
Through Law Education Fund. Thus ‘‘technological in­ 
novation for social betterment lags far behind 
weapons technology.” 
Scandals in the competition for arms sales may be 
dominating the headlines. But they are obviously a 
mere offshoot of the whole problem of the deadly 
trade. 


Perhaps no single event would do more to diminish 
the arms race than a successful conclusion to the 
SALT II negotiations. If the two biggest arms spenders 
and arms dealers - the Soviet Union and the United 
States — can agree on new and effective limits, they 
would not be the only ones affected. Their example 
could bring the beginnings of an atmosphere dispelling 
the me-too surge for everybody to have more and 
more. 
Changes can be made to break the seemingly 
hopeless pattern. Many Americans have believed that 
the sale of arms manufactured here lead to prosperity, 
but this ain’t necessarily so, others reply. In fact, they 
insist arms traffic is harmful to the development of 
civilian markets. If the Western allies and Japan were 
to cooperate rather than simply compete — both in 
their mutual defense and in the supply of arms to other 
countries — they could all make major savings to go 
into the economically and socially useful programs 
that the arms race now undermines. 
Every country now has to consider whether the 
development of a new weapon is really strengthening 
to its own defenses or counter-productive in the sense 
of creating a new round of escalation that leaves it no 
farther ahead — but with the whole level of potential 
calamity in the world raised by another notch. 
The worst response to the new study would be to file 
and forget it like all those arms-race warnings in the 
past. —-Exchange

Non-practicing divinity students

Boston 
Alan H. is a theological student at Har­ 
vard Divinity School who wants to be a 
lawyer 
Raised as a “nonpracticing Protestant,” 
Alan never intended to become a minister 
but decided to attend divinity school be­ 
cause he got a scholarship and thought it 
would be ‘‘interesting ” 
This June he will receive his master’s de­ 
gree in divinity In September he will enter 
law school. 
Like Alan, an increasing number of stu­ 
dents who are openly doubtful that they will 
ever enter church occupations are nonethe­ 
less taking divinity training at the nation’s 


top independent theological schools, accord­ 
ing to a recent Rockefeller Foundation re­ 
port on theological education 
Along with this trend, contends Yale 
theology Prof. George Lindbeck, who wrote 
the report, is a corresponding tendency by 
divinity schools to cater to the students’ 
personal quests and interests - often at the 
expense of traditional disciplines. 
Professor Lindbeck laments that “schol­ 
arly competence” in particular religious 
traditions has given way - in some of the 
nation’s top divinity schools - to social and 
personal change, “welfare expertise,” and 
increasingly generalized education in reli­ 
gious lore. 


In the past, according to Mr. Lindbeck. 
the nation s seven nondenominational uni­ 
versity theology schools produced a highly 
disproportionate number of “leaders” in 
American religious life. Today, less than 
half the graduates of these schools enter re­ 
ligious vocations 


An emerging problem, as Mr. Lindbeck 
sees it, is that the rising generation for 
young seminarians is losing its familiarity 
with ancient religious heritages and lacks a 
detailed grasp of specific religious histories. 
If the trend that Mr. Lindbeck describes 
is indeed taking hold, who will be the future 
“leaders” on the American religious scene? 
Where will the nation find its scholarly 
“transmitters” of religious heritages to 
coming generations? 


Professor Lindbeck believes that the his­ 
toric religions “are less and less influential 
in shaping the lives of their adherents” in 
the Umted States. It is even fair to ask, he 
says, “whether the historic religions are in 
the process of disappearing” altogther. 


The professor shies away from speculat­ 
ing on an answer to that question - or 
even from predicting what bizarre or con- 
ventional forms religion may take in U.S. 
society 20 years from now. 
He does, however, urge-a return to more 
classical forms of theological study in the 
nation’s nondenominational divinity schools. 
For the modern theology student, Mr. 
Lindbeck advocates a greater stress on 
“standardized examinations, requirements, 
prerequisites, and core curriculums” to re­ 
place independent work and the growing 
number of elective courses. 
Professor Lindbeck does not call for an 
ened to newer, more “socially relevant” fa- 
cets of religious education. But he does sug­ 
gest a shift in emphasis back bo more tradi­ 
tional, theological modes. 
Such a shift, he argues, would not neces­ 
sarily be a conservative move at all. In 
America’s rich and varied religious heri­ 
tages, he says, lie opportunities for re­ 
newal, “stimuli to change,” and “sketches 
of alternative futures.”

WASHINGTON — Congres­ 
sional leaders have gone to ex­ 
traordinary lengths to wrangle a 
Bicentennial junket to the coun­ 
try America rebelled against 200 
years ago.

House 
members, therefore, got nervous 
about authorizing a congres­ 
sional whoop-de-dno rn London. 
So they voted against tile trip. 
This embarrassed the leaders, 
who scratch ed backs and 
twisted arm s in the cloakrooms 
to persuade the members to 
change their minds The leaders 
argued it would be an affront to 
England not to make a big pro­ 
duct KHI of t bt* Magna Carta 
offer 
But there were a few things 
that the congressional leaders 
didn t tell their members. They 
didn’t mention the cost of tile 
trip. Our inside sources say it 
w ill run about $150,000. 
They also didn t mention that 
Speaker Carl Albert had al­ 
ready sent two aides to London 
to make the arrangements. They 
Hew to London in January -- 
first class, of course -- at the tax­ 
payers’ expense. 
But more important, the con­ 
gressional leaders misled their 
members about the historic im­ 
portance of the occasion Some 
leaders solemnly stressed, for ex­ 
ample, that this would be the 
first time the Magna Carta has 
been shown in the United States. 
In truth, the Magna Carta was 
exhibited at the 1939 Worlds 
Fair in New York City. And dur­ 
ing World War ll the original 


Magna Carta was stored at Fort 
Knox along w ith our own 
Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution. 
The leaders also made a big 
deal of the British offer to 
replace the Magna Carta with a 
facsimile after the original is 
returned next year. The fac­ 
simile will be displayed perma­ 
nently in the Rotunda. 
Just across the street, the Libr­ 
ary of Congress has been exhibit­ 
ing a Magna Carta facsimile for 
more than a quarter-centurv. 
Costly C ostcutters: Last fall, 
the Pentagon dispatched its top 
efficiency expert to Iran to 
straighten out the worst military 
foul-up in peacetime history. 
The problem was created by 
the shall who squandered his oil 
billions on modern weapons 
faster titan his armed forces 
could assimilate them 
Moun­ 
tains of munitions piled up on 
Iranian docks and fields. Planes, 
helicopters a n i other sophisti­ 
cated weapons were left in 
crates for weeks, waiting to be 
assembled. 
The problem has now been 
entru&tkl to EYich Von Marbod. 
He is the Pentagon’s chief 
troubleshooter. His mission is to 
save the shah from his own 
waste. 
Von Marbod was rushed to 
Iran with a staff of IO crack ex­ 
perts and a reputation as a man 
who gets things done. We don’t 
know how much money he has 
saved the shah, but he has cost 
the .American taxpayers a bun­ 
dle. 
Von Marbod. it seems, likes to 
live in style. He brought along a 
load of fancy furnishings for 
himself and his staff. There were 
carpets, draperies, chairs, sofas, 
cabinets, china, silver and you- 
na me-it­ 
ll cost the taxpayers $16,25148 
just to pack and crate it all. As 
an efficiency expert. Von Mar­ 
bod knew that the fastest way to

air. It took two huge C-141 cargo 
planes to haul it all. This cost the 
taxpayers another $110.70& 
By the time Von Marbod got 
his new Iranian quarters fur­ 
nished to suit his tastes, the tax­ 
payers were out a total of $198,- 
185 45. 
Aegean C onfrontation: A 
new confrontation between the 
Greeks and the Turks recently 
took place in the Aegean Sea. 
Tile incident was kept secret, 
but w'e dug out the story. Here 
are the dramatic details: 
On March IO, Turkey began 
conducting air and naval 
maneuvers in the Aegean. This 
strategic sea is dotted with 
Greek islands, each surrounded 
by a six-mile territorial bound­ 
ary. Tile Turks, therefore, could 
easily have penetrated into 
Greek territory 
Secret intelligence reports 
warned that the Greek govern­ 
ment was gravely concerned 
about this possibility. The 
Greeks sent blunt notice to the 
Turks that any ship or plane that 
encroached on Greek territory 
would be fired upon. 
A crisis was averted, however, 
by eleventh-hour negotiations 
between the two governments. 
The Turks were careful to notify 
the Greeks, for example, of their 
specific plans. The Greeks pro­ 
tested and some compromises 
were struck. 
For example, one Greek island 
would have been blockaded four 
hours a day. After the Greeks 


complained, the Turks relented 
and agreed to restrict their fire 
so planes could reach the island. 
Sour G rapes: Nothing, it ap­ 
pears, infuriates a congressman 
more than an assault on his 
vanity. A Boston Globe reporter, 
for example, recently accused 
Rep. Jam es Burke, D.-Mass., of 
dyeing his hair. Burke retaliated 
with the charge that the reporter 
was jealous of his youthful ap­ 
p e a r a n c e . T h e n ew sm an , 
growled Burke, was known as 
“prune face’’ because he “has 
more wrinkles than an unmade 
bed.’ 
D iplom atic Plum ber: Sec­ 
retary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
penchant for secrecy is no secret, 
but few people realize how 
strenuously he tries to plug news 
leaks. He has terrorized his own 
employes with orders to keep 
things to themselves. And occa­ 
sionally he even attempts to gag 
foreign governments. Virtually 
every week, say our diplomatic 
sources, Kissinger or an aide 
calls the Israeli embassy and ac­ 
cuses them of leaking stories to 
the press. 
Storage Costs: The price of a 
dam p has gone from IO to 13 
cents, but mail delivery doesn’t 
seem any faster. One of our 
readers thinks he knows why. 
The IO cents, he told us. must be 
used to cover the cost of delivery, 
while the extra three cents goes 
to pay for storage.

A GOOD GUN LAW 
Mike Penzell is one of the nicest guys I know — but he just 
doesn’t understand. 
Mike said, “I don’t know how our congressmen can sleep 
with themselves — when they fail to outlaw guns!” 
MIKE'S INDIGNATION derives from a real compassion 
for the people he sees dying all over the front pages after 
some nut shot ’em. 
“Who needs handguns?” he insists. “Outlaw them !' 
Mike lives in New York City. 
New \ ork City has had the toughest gun law in our nation 
— the Sullivan Law — for 40 years. And it hasn’t done a bit of 
good. 
In our nation’s Constitution the second provision in its Bill 
of Rights guarantees your right to have a gun if you want 
one. The idea was that an armed citizenry would need to de­ 
fend itself against invasion from without or during any great 
social disorder within. 
But, you say, we have no such need today. 
DOES SWITZERLAND have such a need? The citizens of 
Switzerland own the largest per capita arsenal of weapons in 
the world. In Switzerland every adult male is a m em ber of 
the armed forces and each keeps his weapons at home. 
The rate of violent crime in Switzerland is among the 
lowest in the world. 
So just “having a weapon handy” is not a cause of crime 
any more than having matches handy incites arson. It is mis- 
ue of matches and knives and guns which must be outlawed' 
A law against guns would take guns away from only those 
people who obey the laws. They are not our problem. Our 
problem is the people who do not obey laws. I f s they who are 
getting away with murder. 
Courts have become so legally hamstrung and/or lenient 
that it s almost impossible to remove chronic felons from 
circulation.

The governor has declared 
April 4-10 National Library 
Week in Texas. 
BRISCOE STATED in his 
proclamation, “It seems fitting 
that Benjamin Franklin and 
Thomas Jefferson, two of the 
leaders in drafting the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, were also 
leaders in the movement to es­ 
tablish libraries in the United 
States. Subscription libraries 
that Franklin led in establishing 
were the forerunners of today’s 
free public libraries. The 6,400 
volumes of Jefferson’s private 
collection greatly enriched the 
fledgling Library of Congress, 
our firs t n ation al lib ra ry 
resource.” 
Public, school, academic and 
special libraries throughout the 
state will join Georgetown in 
observing 
National 
Library 
Week. 
Theme for the 1976 obser­ 
vance is “The Bicentennial is 
Happening in the Library.” 
“This special week during the 
bicentennial year will give Tex­ 
ans an opportunity to turn 
attention to their libraries,” 
Briscoe said. “ During the past 
decade Texans have made con­ 
siderable progress in improving 
their support for libraries.” 
IN GEORGETOWN, the new 
public library was opened in 
April, 1970. During that year, 
circulation rose from 413 books 
checked out in March, 1970, to 
1,928 circulated the following 
month. 
This year in March, 4,334 
books were checked out of the 
Georgetown Public Library and 
the Stonehaven branch library. 
Total circulation one year ago 
was 3,348 books. 
During March, 24 new books 
w ere 
p u rch ased 
and 
102 
donated. 


Persons sympathetic to the 
liquor industry predict that 
strict enforcement of the law 
would mean that the out-of- 
state operations would have to 
shut their doors, resulting in the 
loss of tax revenue and many 
jobs within the industry. 
Not so, says Robinson. The 
out-of-state companies can con­ 
tinue to operate if they actually 
lease their liquor operations to 
legitim ate 
Texas 
business 
operations and do not establish 
such facilities as a subterfuge 
to get around the law and, in 
turn, channel the profits back to 
the parent company. 
This is the first change in 
ABC policy in more than 30 
years, 
and 
the out-of-state 
operators are leary about the 
end result. 
Robinson made that clear. 
“I said we’d put a stop to 
these subterfuge operations 
where one person operates un­ 
der another’s permit,” he said. 
“It’s a violation for a license 
holder to surrender control of 
his business, employees or per­ 
sonnel to someone other than 
the licensee.” 
Robinson said the ABC will 
a p p r o v e 
a ll 
lic e n s e 
applications, whether new or on 
renewal, if the companies will 
merely prove that the liquor 
sales are indeed a Texas opera­ 
tion. 
But this doesn’t mean that 
other employees of a super­ 
market or service store or hotel 
bar and dining room can take 
over the operation and stock the 
cooler or mix the drinks and 
then run the cash register. 
That, Robinson says, is a sub­ 
terfuge. 
But there is a question of how 
national companies can deter­ 
mine if 51 per cent of the 
stockholders are Texans. This 
could mean a great deal of ex­ 
pense to the company, but if 
they w ant to continue to 
operate in Texas they will have 
to come up with valid informa­ 
tion. 
The three-year residency 
statute is another factor. A bill 
to do away with that require­ 
ment died in a House com­ 
mittee last session. 
The attempt to enforce the 
law is naturally going to cause 
problems for some companies, 
but the law can be changed. 
“That’s up to the legislature 
to change the law,” Robinson 
said. “If it does, then naturally 
we will follow the policy.”

San Gabriel offers angling pleasures

C ompleat Angler, Fart I . Chapter I 


My fishing rod whipped as I tested it a couple 
of tim es, then with a snap I released the line, 
which zinged up and out into space 
I hooked one of the biggest leaves you ever 
saw 


A real fighter. 


“ You fish for squ irrels," laughed 14-year-old 
Bret Burran of Weir, my angling companion. 
I laughed too, sort of. then we went back to 
quiet contemplation of various things as we look­ 
ed over the still water 


Suddenly, with a shock. I felt something thin 
and tensile flick across my face and wrap 
around my neck, 


“ Sorry.” said Bret, “ looks like I fish for 
people.” 


It would be a real joy to tell you Bret and I left 
Mankin s Crossing a couple of Saturdays ago 
with a stringer of huge channel catfish, but that 
would be a fish story A whopper, at that 
BUT I DID DISCOVER something that I. and 
probably a lot of you, had been missing out on, 
something that anglers have enjoyed since the 
first of them wrapped a vine or horsehair line 
around a broken-off tree limb and dipped into the 
nearest available waters. 


The discovery was, that whether you pull a 
biggie out or don t even get a nibble, fishing is a 
great way to leave your tensions behind and en­ 
joy your spare time pleasantly and even inex­ 
pensively. 


And that we’ve got a fine, readily accessible 
fishing hole which runs the length of Williamson 
County, namely the San Gabriel River. 
Local anglers say the river is stocked with 
blue, yellow, and channel cat, black bass, perch, 
and other pan fish as well as rough fish like 
suckers, and gars You can even get a good bait, 
the fam iliar minnow, from the river. 


MV ADVENTURE on the Gabriel began with 
a 
trip to a m eetin g of the G eorgetow n 
Sportsm an’s Club, a group composed mainly of 
bass fisherm en Paul Bohanan, president of the 
club, had directed me there, after a trip to a lake 
the week before to discuss fishing generally. 
At the meeting, I met Je rry Burran of Weir, 
B ret s father, whom the club unanimously dubb­ 
ed resident expert on fishing in the San Gabriel 
He shared the lessons of thirty y ears’ fishing 
with m e, and assigned Bret to accompany me to 
Mankin s Crossing the following Saturday for a 
crack at the real thing 


That morning we loaded up our rods, reels 
lures, and m aterial for dough-bait. and we were 
off to the river. 


W ELL. THAT IS THE KIND of getting-away- 
from it al! and natural relaxation Izaak Walton 
rhapsodized about 
in 
the 
Compleat Angler 
around the 1600s. but Je rry Burran had some 
1976 advice for getting a fish, too. 


There are fish in the river, even when it s 
down like now, 
he assured me, adding that 
novices could enjoy the nearby waters on a pret­ 
ty day with as little as a cane pole and line and 
some minnows or worms. 


Of course, the first step before you go a-fishing 
is to get a Texas fishing license. I t’s only $4.25 
and is available at local stores and the Sheriff’s 
Office, as well as other “ license deputy” places 
of business throughout the county The hardware 
or sporting goods store where you buy your 
fishing gear will in all likelihood sell licenses 
The license is required unless you are under 
17, over 65, or fishing in private waters Other 
anglers exempted include those holding a valid 
Texas com m ercial fishing license or a 25 cent 
Exem pt Fishing License for the Blind, and those 
fishing in their county of residence with a 
Hotline, throw line, or ordinary pole and line 
having no reel or winding device attached. The 
license is valid for one year from the date of 
issue. 


LICEN SE PO C KETED , your next trip is to 
the tackle section for some gear. If you an­ 
ticipate using a pole and line, choosing should be 
easy. But if you’re going to get a rod and reel 
there are a world of those to pick from, and even 
more artificial lures. 


Tor a reel, a close-face spinning reel is 
probably your best bet,” said Burran. “ It’s $12 
to $15 for a pretty good outfit, or if you want to 
start cheaper you can get one for $7 or $8.” 
Lures, he said, run from 25 cents to $2 Burran 
recom m ended for the beginner a spinner, 
topwater plug, or a plastic bait to drag along the 
bottom. 


Next you pick a spot and a tim e and head to the 
river. 


Another word of caution is in order here, 
however. There are state laws against trespass­ 


ing on private property, and Williamson County 
Gam e Warden Mike Hutchinson warns that any 
stories you may hear about the river bank being 
public property are as apt to be wrong as right. 
The thing to do is to go knock on doors 
wherever you fish along the river,” he advised. 


Find out who the landowner is, and ask if you 
can fish on the bank Most will be happy for you 
to. It’s that one out of a hundred fisherm en who 
tromp down fences and leave litter who m ess it 
up for everyone else.” 


Copies of “ A Guide to Texas Hunting and Sport 
Fishing Regulations 1975-1976” are useful and 
available from the Texas Department of Parks 
and Wildlife, 55 N. Interregional, Suite 207, 
Austin. The guide lists other important state 
regulations and defines bag and possession 
lim its for fish. 


BURRAN SAYS we’re coming into a good 
time of the year for fishing on the Gabriel. “ I 
usually like to go during April or M ay,” he ex­ 
plained. 


He identified as likely spots, the Blue Hole 
where the South San Gabriel flows beneath the 
Highway 81 bridge in Georgetown, Mankin’s 
Crossing, and areas where sm aller stream s like 
B erry’s Creek flow into the river. 


If you can find water two or three feet deep, 
you can probably catch good fish,” Burran said. 
Wear shoes of some sort and dark clothing. To 
pick your tim e for fishing, check the solunar 
tables published in Saturday newspapers as well 
as the barom eter, and the winds 


T ish have two m ajor and two minor feeding 
periods a day, spaced at regular intervals, and 
the periods advance 50 minutes a day,” Burran 
explained 
“Consult the solunar tables, and 
they’ll tell you the feeding tim es. Also, if the 
barom eter is steady or rising, fishing is probably 
good. I like a west or south wind better than a 
north or east wind.” 
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are "lad e even m ore enjoyable 
with pole and line or rod and reel. 


It was a beautiful and relaxing drive down 
County Road 120 from Weir to its intersection 
with State Highway 29, the spot known as 
M a n k in ’s C ro ssin g . 
We passed the W eir 


cem etery, green pastures and brown fields new­ 
ly plowed. We didn’t see a soul until we got to the 
river. I decided getting there was half the fun. 
Once there. B ret composed some bait of bran 
flakes and plain flour-dough, and we began 
casting We cast far out into the middle of the 
river, dropped our lines in deep holes next to the 
bank, ca st upstream and down Later Bret fixed 
a spinner on my line, and I tried that a while. 
Like I said, neither of us brought anything 
back, and B ret spent most of the morning help­ 
ing me get m y line out of trees and off logs 
BUT TH E DAY WAS P E R F E C T , about 70 
degrees, we were in the shade, and the water 
either was m irror-still or ju st rippled We talked 
about fishing, school, the river, photography ( I ’d 
brought a cam era along). 


“ Look over th ere,” B ret cried at one point, 
gesturing toward the middle of the river. After a 
minute. I spied what he’d spotted, a snake cour­ 
sing through the w ater, with its head erect 
resem bling a m iniature periscope. That gave 
rise to talk about snakes and how you need to 
watch for them along the bank. 


It was warm, peaceful, kind of golden-green 
with the mixed sunlight and blooming foliage. 
By the time we called it a day and headed back 
to Weir, I was relaxed, not particularly disap­ 
pointed at not having a catch, and things were 
right with the world. 


TH E BAIT can be sophisticated or sim ple, ranging from expen­ 
sive artificial lures to the fam iliar minnow or worm. Bret Burran 
of Weir favored dough-bait on a recent expedition to Mankin’s 
Grossing He uses plain dough mixed with bran flakes

hat? Wel1' your fishing 
method depends a lot on exactly what you’re 
after. Angling has a vast literature and can 
become a virtual science, and everyone develops 
his own theories with experience 
BUT FOR THE NOVICE, the city-dweller out 
for an inexpensive and pleasant afternoon on the 
G abriel, simply using a minnow and rem em ber­ 
ing not to disturb the w ater is a good start. 


With a cane pole and live bait, you can catch 
pan fish and an occasional catfish ,” Burran 
commented “ The minnow is a good all around 
bait and you can catch just about any kind of fish 
on it.” 


It you can find a shady, deep water spot along 
the bank, check there 
If that doesn’t work, 
throw the line a little farther out and let the bait 
sit on the bottom. 


Burran says you are in luck if you can get the 
channel catfish to bite. “ It’s good to eat, and it 
puts up a pretty good scrap. I ’d rate it one of the 
most desirable fish in the river for a beginner,” 
he commented. 


If you should land some pan fish (bass, catfish. 
perch, or carp) use a stringer or a net to keep 
them in the w ater and alive. Or if you intend to 
take the fish home, clean the gills and intestines 
out and put the fish on ice. Don’t eat a fish that’s 
been dead and lying in the heat for some time, 
nor one whose gills have turned white. 


Burran says the biggest hazards to watch for 
while fishing on the San Gabriel include snakes 
poison ivy, yellow jackets. and broken glass The 
best defenses are stout shoes, plenty of clothing, 
and sharp eyes. 


I wouldn t advise anyone who can’t swim to 
go by him self,” he added. 


Once you’ve got your fish and cleaned them. 
you can make a good meal by rolling them in 
corn meal, then frying them overa hot fire 
Even if you catch nothing, you’ll have a better 
knowledge of your own nearby river 
and a 
f a x in g tour. You’ll probably also agree with 
Walton 
that fishing, especially on the San 
Gabriel, is “ a reward unto itself.”

said Harrell was also supposed to subpoena a 
sufficient number of jurors to allow the court to 
select six. Harrell was not present at the trial. 
B efore the tria l was tran sferred , 
Gann 
suggested he deputize R. W. Whitfield to sum­ 
mon additional jurors, but both defense attorney 
Bill Fitzgerald and County Attorneys Norman 
Manning and Bill Stubblefield objected to that 
move. Gann said later the attorneys felt an im ­ 
partial jury could not be selected from the 
crowd present. Many of those at the trial live in 
the Leander Independent School D istrict or work 
for the school system . 


Cann then recessed the trial to summon a 
sheriff s deputy. The crowd milled in and around 
the barn, and tried to keep from stepping on dogs 
and cats which also wandered inside the struc­ 
ture. Manure in several spots made navigation 
around the courtroom a tricky affair. 
When he called court back into session, Gann 
anounced the transfer, adding “ we have no 
satisfa cto ry working relationship with the 
sheritf. 
Defense and prosecution attorneys 
emphasized for the record that they were ready 
for trial, then after a few moments silence, 
Gann slapped his palms on his desk and said

Defense attorney Fitzgerald said after the 
aborted trial he was disappointed it had been 
postponed again, but added, “ I cam e here (to 
Gann’s Ranch) because I was told this was 
where the trial was set and to be h ere.” 


Warner com m ented, “ We were ready to go to 
trial. When you know you’re not guilty, you just 
want to get it over with.” 


An advisor to Mrs. Hernandez. Jo se Camacho, 
said she would petition the Leander school board 
for a special m eeting to hold a hearing on 
whether W arner and Young had violated the dis­ 
trict’s policies policies in their disciplining of 
her son.
